Ifow Two Immigrants Got Frient-— 


ENED.—Oas the evening of the 10th of 
October, two young Canadians reached 
our city in quest of homes for themselves 
and their parents whem they had left 
back in the Provinces, with goods and 
chattels ready packed, awaiting orders 


to come forward. These two ycung 
gentlemen were green, timid and credu. 
lous, and asked many—yes many ques- 
tions about tle “Klux,” asj they termed 
them and their depredations. Of couse 
they found wicked ones who pandered to 
their fears, and told them of horrors, 
which have never been made public and 
possibly never would but for the con- 
necting circumstances. They were told 
of skinning people alive, cutting out 
tongues ol some, and leaving them tied 
to trees to perish, tieing up others by 
their big toes so that the ends of their 
fingers could just touch the ground, 
heading up some in whiskey barrels 
and pouring hot water in the bung 
hole, blowing up the houses of many 
with gunpowder, thereby destroying 
whole families, and many other modes 
of torture never before heard or dreamed 
of. They swallowed all this and asked 
for more, which they received in due 
time by ccular demonstration, 

After tea they procured the services 
of a colored guide and protector and 
went in search of lager and billiards, 
which they enjoyed until about 1 a. m. 
Then with segars in mouth quietly 
walked back to the Yarboro House and 
took seats out in front to cool off, and 
at the same time hear the colored indi- 
vidual’s ideas of the“ Nluæ,“ safety of 
strangers, &c. 

Well, the monotony of their quietude 
was soon disturbed, and they now, no 
doubt, fully believe that the half has 
not been told them. The mateh was 
struck—the fuse lit—the elements illu- 
minated and the whole earth shook and 
trembled as if by a mighty earthquake. 
The Sentinel office was blown up—the 
brick flew in every direction as thick as 
hail, breaking out windows—tearing 
off planks—taking off a large limb just 
over them and whistling through the 
air at random. 

This was too much for quiet law- 
abiding, Christian people. They could 
not stand it, but pleaded for mercy ! 
“Oh,God! save us from the Klux! 
Klux!! Klux!!!” One ran through 
the window, and both made for their 
rooms at a speed never before witnessed. 
One left his hat, which was taken up to 
the room by the night clerk, who could 
gain no entrance, but heard a chatter- 
ing of teeth, and indistinctly the words, 
Hu, Klux, Klux.” 

Next morning at 9:30 they ventured 
from their room, haggard and care- 
worn, took a hot cup of coffee and went 
down to the train, and quietly took their 
seats. One laid down and covered up 
his face with his hat. The other who 
tried to presenta brave front, sat up 
and whistled the good old tune, “Home, 
Sweet Home.” They are now doubtless 
safe atthe home they longed so much 
to see—but there to remain. Until the 
day of their death they will always 
believe this was a gun-powder plot, 
gotten up for their assassination.

The Apperance of the Horse Disease 
in New YorkeeA great Panic 


Therefrom. 
NEW York, Oct. 23. 


The horse disease is occurring in the 
different cities outside of New York, 
which has caused a great deal of excite- 
ment among stable keepers and car 
companies, has made its appearance in 
this city, causing the greatest panic. 
The disease appears to have appeared 
first in the city in magnitude on Mon- 
day afternoon, although there were some 
few cases of earlier date. The contagi- 
ous qualities cf the disease are very 
violent, and within twenty-four hours 
from the time of first symptoms of 
sickness were noticed in one large stable, 
one thousand horses under the same 
roof were similarly afllicted. A reporter, 
who has visited a number of the princi- 
pal stables, states that no less than 7,000 
horses in all were afflicted. 

There are some fourteen thousand 
car and stage horses in New York, and 
if engine travel becomes stopped this 
season, losses to business will be very 
heavy. The decease is denominated 
Catarrhal fever. It commences with a 
cough, and in about thirty six hours 
running from the eyes and nose is 
developed, and the horses become 
weak. The affection being thought 
similar to the Canadian epidemic. 

Up to yesterday evening the horses of 
the different lines ol stage and street 
car companies were all, more or less, 
affected. On Sixth Avenue line of 
Railroad, two hundred horses were 
stricken down in four hours, the Com- 
pany having been compelled to with. 
draw some of their cars. Over two 
nundred horses on Third Avenue line 
are suffering. In the stables on Twenty- 
Third street, stage line, some five hun- 
dred horses are laid up. Up to mid. 
night last night no dea hs had occurred 
except in Sixth Avenue stables. In 
Brooklyn the disease is reported as 
spreading. It is gravely apprehended 
that the disease will spread materially 
and interrupt the means of traffic 
throughout the city.
